THE RESOLUTIONS. 


The resolutions were read by Grove L. 


Johnson, chairman of the Committee on 


Resolutions.. ‘hey heartily. indorse Gov. 
Waterman’s admi nistration, commend the 
fidelity of the California Republican mem- 


bers of the House of Representatives and 
eulogize the services to the State of Senator 
Stanford, whose entire freedom from 
factional’ feeling and _ party, strife 
added to his purity of chafacter and 
lifelong devotion to the _ princples 
of the Republican party, justiy en- 
titled him to the confidence of 
the people of California. They denounce 
the Chinese treaty, demand,ihe repeal and 
abrogation of all laws and treaties allowing 
Chinamen to land in this country, and de- 
mand the enactment of such laws as _ will 
speedily_rid the country of those now here; 
denounce the. treaties suggested by the 
President and his Secretary of State as mere - 
trifling with the great question. They de- 
maud of the National Administration that 
it secure to Republicans and Democrats 
alike a free vote. They proclaim allegiance 
to the doctrine of protection. 

The resolutions also hail with pleasure 
the action of the United States Senate in 
its amendment to the so-called Land Pur- ~ 
chase Bill, made in the interest of silver 
coinage, and denounce the action of the 
Democratic House of Representatives in 
smothering the bill. They demand the re- 
monitization of silver and its free coinage; 
favor the issue by Government of cer- 
tificates for every dollar of silver deposited 
in its vaults. They view with alarm 
the immense increase of immigration into 
the United States of Anarchists, Nihilists 
Socialists and other undesirable 
without just a ee. of political | 
or understanding of the duties and digni-. 
ties of American citizens, and favor such 
legislation as will prevent the coming of 
such persons into the country. They de- 
mand a. strict.enforcement of the Foreign 
Contract Labor Law: favor non-sectarian 
schools; denounce the efforts now being 
made to alter the American protective sys- 
tem as attempted by foreign capitalists, 
northern theorists and southern schemers, 
to place the underpaid and poorly-fed tabor 
of the Old World into urpfair competition 
with the full-fed labor of this country, then 
to degrade the American working-men to 
a Jevel with the paupers of Europe. 

The résolutions express regret at the re- 
fusal of James G. Blaine to allow his name 
to be nsed as a candidate at the coming Na- 
tional Convention, and reiterate confidence 
in his integrity and eminent ability- 

MINORITY REPORT. 

A minority resolution report was made de- 
nouncing the action of Stanford in voting 
for the confirmation of Lamar for Justice of 
the Supreme Court of the United States, for 
his vote on the Interstate Commerce law, 
and for refusing to answer questions before 
the Pacilic Railroad Commission. 

Mizner of Solano moved a rejection of the 
minority report, and ¢haracterized itas a 
firebrand. He also questioned Knight’s 
sincerity in = it, saying that 
Knight was a 2 make a name or 
record for himself at the expense of athers, 

Mr. Knight, in reply, eulogized Blaine, 
and. was frequently interrupted by ap- 
plause. As to the firebrand resolutions, he 
said thatte had taken them with a few . 
simple verbal changes from the party plat- — 
form adopted April 22; 1876, by the Repub- 
lican State Convention, and asked 
why a change had _. occurred in 
the feelines oof the delegates. 
Blaine he pictured as the firebrand who 
would set the entire Union aglow. before 
November next. As for the attack on him- 
self, he said he was willing to ge his,

information concerning the resources 
of Pasadena for the benefit of immi- 
grants, capitalists and business men 
seeking homes and investment therein; 
to aid, promote and encourage the es- 
tablishment of such manufactories as 
may be essential to utilize the various 
preducts of the soil, and to stimulate 
the establishment of such other indus- 
tries as may be requisite and necessary 
for the wants and necessities of the 
people; and to aid and encourage the 
same by securing, when practicable, 
the donation of lands for buildings and 
yards; to procure for the city of Pasa- 
dena such privileges and concessions 
from railway and other corporations, 
or individuals, as may from 
time to time by 
the wants and necessities of the people 
and the business interests of the city 
aforesaid; to aid in the development of 
all railroad interests beneficial to Pasa- 
dena, and also if desired to accumulate 
and distribute a gratuity or charity 
fund for the benefit of its members; to 
regulate trade so far as the same may 
be done by establishing rules, rates of 
commission, etc., among dealers and 
eae for the settlement of disputes 

y arbitration; 
the business of the city government; to 

tition for all needed legislation and 

g to bear the true sentiments of 
the people on behalf of wise, energetic 
and comprehensive municipal adminis- 
tration.””

The State Convention. 


The Republican State Convention 
was called to order yesterday by ex- 
Senator A. P. Williams, who, in ashort 
speech, touched upon the important 
national issues at stake, M. M. Estee 
was made temporary chairman and 
Frank Ryan and James A. Orr secre- 
taries. Mr. Estee, in his speech, in- 
troduced the name of Blaine, which 
was, of course, the signal for applause. 
A debaté ensued on the question of 
permitting arguments on resolutions 
which might be introduced. This was 
ended by a decision to submit all reso- 
lutions to the Committee on Resolu- 
tions, which, by the way, was a par- 
ticularly; strong one and: capable of 
doing d work. The temporary 
chairman and secretaries were made 
permanent, after which Gov. Water- 
man stepped into the cham- 
ber and favored the convettion 
with a burst of gubernatorial elo- 
quence, in the course of which he ad- 
vised them to indorse Blaine and Lin- 
coln. The new State Central Commit- 
tee was then appointee and the im- 
portant work of electing four delegates- 
at-large to the Chicago Convention 
was then taken up, resulting in the 
election of John F. Swift, M. M. Estee, 
Creed Haymond and Henry T. Gage of 
Los Angeles. This is a creditable dele- 
gation, and as nearly satisfactory as 
could have been expected under the 
circumstances. 

For district delegates the following 
were elected: First District: H. W. 
Byington, Santa Rosa; John Eliiser, 
Tehama. Second District: D. E. 
Knight, Marysville; A. W. Simpson, 
Stockton. Third District: Eli Den- 
nison, Alameda; R. D. Dobbins, So- 
lano. Fourth District: W. H. Dimond 
and.C. F. Crocker, San Francisco. 


Fifth District: M. H. de Young, 
San. Francisco; F. Frank, 
Santa Clara. Sixth District: 


H. Z. Osborne, Los Angeles; Paris 
Kilbourn, Monterey. 
The resolutions reported by the com- 
mittee give a little judicious flattery to 
Gov. Waterman, eulogize the services 
of Senator Stanford, ‘‘whose freedom 
from factional feeling and party strife. 
added to his purity of character and 
lifelong devotion to the principles of 
the Republican party justly entitle him 
to the confidence of the people of Cali- 
fornia.’”? The other questions touched 
upon are Chinese immigration, a free 
vote, protection, silver coinage and 
pauper immigration, which latter the 
convention “‘views with alarm.”’ 

A minority report was introduced, 
denouncing Stanford for his vote for 
Lamar, and on the Interstate Com- 
merce Bill, for his refusing to answer 
questions before the Pacific Railroad 
Commission and for his appearing be- 
fore the railroad committee to plead 
for his company. This report was sup- 
ported by McGowan of Humboldtina 
Strong speech. It was, of course, 
voted down, but the fact of its intro- 
duction and discussion shows that the 
convention was by no means carried in 
the pockets of the railroad men.

Political Trusts. 


In the letter from our special 
San Francisco correspondent, ‘Jaw- 
hawker,’”? published in yesterday’s 
TIMES, occurs a sentence which, as 
the French say, ‘‘gives to think.” Our 
correspondent, referring to the two 
bosses—Col. William Higgins and Col. 
Christopher A. Buckley, general super- 
intendent of San Francisco—who re- 
spectively run the Democratic and Re- 
publican politics of that city—and to a 
large extent of the State—says: “‘Noth- 
ing but a vigilance committee¢an ever 
defeat any candidate whom these 
bosses may place in-nomination.”’ 

That this statement is as true as it is 
unpleasant will not be denied by any 
who have kept track of political de- 
vyelopments in the largest city of the 
State during the past four years. For 
a long time, the active work of Amer- 
ican politics—which means the selec- 
tion of men who are tu make and ex- 
ecute our laws and handle the money 
which is collected from the people to 
pay for the administering of the Gov- 
ment —has been drifting more and 
more into the hands of bosses, but it is 
only of late that the acme of malad- 
ministrative finesse has been reached, 
which reduces the act of the citi- 
zen, in voting for a candidate, to 
a mere farcical formality. Formerly, 
when a boss put up a candidate who 
was too obviously an agent for organ- 


proval in a practical manner, by bolt- 
ing the ticket and voting for the oppo- 
sition man. This very annoying and 
altogether unwarrantable interference 
of ordinary citizens with the rights of 
the bosses. is, however, no longer per- 
mitted. It is now, with the bosses, a 
case of “heads, I win; tails, you lose.” 
Democratic Boss Buckley and-Repub- 
lican Boss Higgins have arrived at an 


amicable understanding, by the terms 


ized plunder, the respectable members 
of the pafty could show their disap- 


of which, no matter who is elected, an 
approximately equitable division of the 
plunder is secured. This plan, by 
which the defeat of the public will has 
been reduced to an exact science, pos- 
sesses such marked advantages over 
the old and expensive style of «hotly- 
contested eléctions as to cause surprise 
that the bosses should have so long per- 
mitted citizens to put them to the ex- 
pense of purchasing votes. . 

Such a state of affairs is calculated to 
arouse deep anxiety in the minds of all 
good citizens, irrespective of party. It 
is not a party question, but one which 
affects the very foundation of a free 
government. If the bosses are allowed 
free‘scope for a few years more, the re- 
sult will be a form of government far 
worsé than a despotic monarchy. 

It-is-not-necessary to seek far to dis- 
cover the cause of this rotten condition 
of things. The cause is the wholesale 
abstention of the respectable classes 
from taking their share of political 
work, especially in the preliminary 
stages. The remedy is for all good 
citizens, irrespective of party; to com- 
bine and, without waiting for the time 
when voting will be made compulsory, 
to roil up their sleeves and devote a 
small portion of their time to the affairs 
of their city, county, State and coun- 
try—if not from any higher motive, 
then from self-interest, which should 
certainly be a sufficient inducement to 
anyone who has a hometo defend and 
property to protect, for, otherwise, 
he may awake one fine morning 
to find that he has very little of either 
left. It is far better to treat this 
political cancer while remedial meas- 
ures may effect a cure, than to post- 
pone action until nothing will avail 
but the knife. Good citizens, who de- 
sire pure government, are undoubtedly 
in the majority, and the fact that they 
allow a disreputable minority to obtain 
so extensive a control of political af- 
fairs is by no means creditable to’their 
patriotism or good business sense. To 
plead lack of time is about as reasona- 
ble as it would be for a merchant to 
place an unknown man in charge ef his 
cash, because he cannot spare the time 
to inquire into the man’s character. 
Let good citizens, of all shades of po- 
litical opinion, resolve to devote a cer- 
tain portion of their time, this year, to 
public affairs. The result wil] be as sur- 
prising as it will be beneficial, and the 
necessity for vigilance committees will 
be indefinitely postponed.

At theconclusion of the morning busi- 
ness, Mr. Stewart proceeded to address the 
Senate in support of his silver coinage reso- 
lution.

As the hour of 2 o’clock drew near, the 


buzZin the chamber and galleries became 


more marked. Mr. Ingalls’ desk was deco- 
rated with flowers. 


He commenced his speech by recalling - 


the fact that on the 11th of July last Maj.- 
Gen. Fitz John Porter, now on the retired 
list, wrote a letter in which ne thanked his 
friends, and said that his heart was always 
with them, although at one time his hand 
and heart had worked the best that they 
knew how against them. The Senator 
from Indiana had complained last Wednes- 
day with bitterness that an attempt had 
been made to bilacken the names of 
ali the great civil as well as 
military leaders in the late war 
who remained true tothe Democratic party. 
Fitz John Porter has been one of: those mil- 
itary leaders who maintained their alle- 
giance to the Democratic party and_ he, 
within the last four months, had written 


that “His heart was always with them.” 


Referring to Gen. McClellan, Ingalls spoke 
of his education at West Point, his busi- 
ness connections with Beauregard and his 
attempt to extend and cuntinue human 


slavery by the acquisition of Cuba. He 
spoke of him as having: begun his military 
career by disobeying the orders of Gen. 
Scott; as having abandoned hope at Center- 
ville; as having failed to put the rebels to 
the sword at Antietam; as having refused 
to obey the orders of the President to fol- 
low the rebels to Winchester, and as having 
fatally controlled the destinies of the army 
until the battle of Fredericksburg. History 
had pronounced its verdict upon him asa 
soldier, and the Senator from Indiana 
would not be able to place him ina cate- 
gory. with Napoleon, Hannibal and Cesar. 

r. Ingalls dealt with him as a politician, 
and said that no one could read his letter to 
President Lincoln after the disastrous seven- 
days’ fight on the Peninsula and before 
Richmond without coming to the conclusion 
that McClellan was not fully and actually 
in sympathy with the forces, ideas and sen- 
1iments then controlling the American peo- 


e. 

As to Gen. Hancock, he was also one of 
the mili leaders who were true to De- 
raocracy. is martial career was one of 
the unperishable heritages of the American 

lory. He marched and triumphed and he 

lled the abyss of his fame with names 
which would be eternal, luminous—Penin- 
sula, Antietam, Gettysburg, Chancellors- 
ville, Cold Harbor and Petersburg. Had 
he n a, soldier under Napolean, he 
would have been a prince and a marshal 
of the Empire. He had been well called 
Hancock “the superb.” Butafter the war 
closed he (like McClellan) had become 
tainted with the fatal virus of ambition for 
a Presidential nomination; but notwith- 
standing his magnificent and uftapproach- 
abie career, the American people recognized 
his hostility to reconstruction measures, 
aud in the Presidential election of 1880 he 
earried but three Northern States— 
California, Nevada and New Jersey— 
and the first two of them were stolen by the 
forgery and fraud of the Morey letter, 
issued by Democratic politicians. He had 
also received 138 electoral votes of the solid 
South, which had been promised him in his 
s h at Cincinnati by the Senator from 
uth Carolina, Mr. Hampton. He spoké 
of the affected indignation of the Senators 
from Indiana and Kentucky as discredit- 
able to their intelligence or their candor.

Congress should long ago have reduced tax- 
ation, but.the journals of the House would 
shew that repeated efforts of the Demo- 
cratic party in that direction were thwarted 
by the gentlemen on the other side. , He 
then turned his attention to that portion of 
Mr. Kelley’s tariff speech in which the 
latter dwelt on the unfavorable condition 
of affairs in Kentucky, and the speaker de- 
clared that the statements made by the 
gentleman were a marvelous'and gross 
misrepresentation, 

Mr. Foran of Ohio opposed the bill. He 
discussed at some length and earnestly op- 
poner the proposition to place wool on the 
ree list. ouching eee the question of 
wages, he declared that if the bill passed 
the American workman would be com- 
pelled to compete with the English 
workman, and reeeive the same rate 
of pay for his work. He _ protested 
now and would protest under any and all 
circumstances against the false assumption 
and suicidal consequences that the so-called 
Mills Bill involved to Democratic prineiples 
and to Democratic duty. If it was the in- 
tention of the bill to reduce the surplus it 
would prove an abortive failure. As it now 
stood he not only denounced it; he repudi- 
ated and denounced it. 
Mr. Q’Farrel of Virginia supported the 


bill, 

Mr, Dorney of Nebraska followed in op- 
position to the bill. He said that industry 
and not population could achieve wealth. 
He adjured the citizens of the West either 


to stop trying to build up their cities or to 


a bill to break down their industries. 
he President might deceive the people un- 
til next election, but the people would then 
detect and urido the wrongs. 

The committee then rose and the House 
adjourned.

She 
does not make her appearance in the 
character of ‘Pauline’ until the scene 
in the garden, when she enters, lean- 
ing upon the arm of “Claude Mel- 
notte,’’ who has disguised the peasant 
under the title of Prince. Mgs. Pot- 
ter’s lithe and slender figure, beautiful 
face and delicately poised head, with 
its rich mass of hair, appeal at once to 
the spectator. Her Voice is pleasant to 
the ear and free from affectation, but it 
lacks fullness and range. It must be 
confessed, however, that her acting, in 
this scene at least, was far from ad- 
mirable. ‘‘Pauline’’ was strangely con- 
scious in the presence of her princel 
suitor, alternately thrusting herse 
upon his attention, clinging to his arm, 
making eyes, etc., and shrinking back 
embarrassed and awkward.

Washington. 

Several decisions have just been received 
from the General Land Office affecting the 
title tolands ia the San Jacinto Valley, 
which have been claimed by the railroad 
company, wherein it is held that the rail- 
road has no right to the lands, and that the 
same are subject te entry. Applications 
were made to enter them here at the local 
land office, which were rejected and ap- 
pea's taken from such decision to the Com- 
missioner by Messrs. Call & Stratton, act- 
ing as attorneys for the applicants, 
Ihe question involved is the same in 
all the cases, and consequently the follow- 
ing decision serves as‘an example of all: 
DEPARTMENT OF THE INTERIOR, 

GENERAL LAND OFFICE, 

WASHINGTON (D. U.), April 20, 1888, 
Register and Receiver, Los Angeles, 
Cal.—GENTLEMEN: 1 have considered the 
appeal of Willfam M. Hatton, transmitted 
with Register’s letter of January 9th last, 
from the rejection of his application to 
make homestead entry for the northeast 
quarter of section 11, township 5 south, 
rang e3 west, S. B. M. 
Said land is within the 20-mile primary

LOVER KELLY. 


Justice King Goes for Him—Ninety 
Days in Jail 

There was quite a lively scenein Justice 
Austin’s courtroom yesterday afternoon. A 
day or two ago, it will be remembered, that 
Kelly, the notorious “mac,” was con- 
victed by a jury before Justice King of va- 
grancy, after a trial lasting the greater part 
of two days. Sentence was deferred until 
yester lay, when Kelly came up for his medi- 
cine. Justice King promptly sentenced 
him to 90 days’ imprisonment in the County 
Jail. C. C. Ste counsel for the de- 
fendant, jum to his feet at once and 
gave notice of an appee, The Justice said 
that was all right, but that Mr. Keily must 
go to jail. Quite a heated argument arose 
between Mr. Stephens on one side and Jus- 
tice King on the other, Mr. Stephens insist- 
ing that the Justice did not know what he 
was doing, andthe Justice asserting that 
he did. Stephens finally earried his point, 
and on the Justice intimating that it was 
agreeable to him, Mr. Stephens asked that 
bail be fixed, pending an appeal. Justice 
King promptly replied $500, The announ:e- 
ment acted like an electric shock on 
the able counsel for the defense. There 
was another wild burst of Arizona 
eloquence, and Mr. Stephens made a grab 
at his hyperion curl as he declaimed against 
the injustice which was being done his 
honest and hard-working client, whose only 
misfortune wasin incurring the emnity of 
bold, bad men. He had never heard of a 
$500 bond being required for a little 90-day 
sentence, and he would have. to protest 
against it. Mr. Stephens then dropped into 
that happy colloquial manner, so effective 
before judge and jury, and begged that 
His Honor would reconsider his decision, 
and not do an injustice to a good man. 
Justice King could not be moved worth a 
cent. The bail remained at $500, and at 5 
o’clock last evening Kelly was still in 
custody, having been unable to raise the 
necessary security. 
There was more than the usual crowd in 
attendance during the circus, among them 
being quite anumberof the genus “mac,” 
who feit a personal interest in the result. 


A BAD WIFE. 


She Gets Her Hubby Into Lots of 
Trouble. 
An application was made by Peter Butti, 
a native of Italy, in Judge Gardiner’s de- 
partment of the Superior Court, for a writ 
of habeas corpus, yesterday. He claims 
that Adele Butti, his 9-year-old daughter, is 
imprisoned and restrdined of her liberty by 
Antonia Butti, his wife, who resides at a 
dwelling on the corner of Alameda and 
Alerva streets. Butti further alleges that 
he has reason to believe that his wife, who 
is a native of Italy, like himself, is living in 
adultery with a man named Curti, and that 
she causes little Adele to visit saloons and 
associate with lewd and immoral persons. 
Judge Gardiner issued a writ, made return- 
able on May 5th, at 1 o’clock. 
Last month Butti had his wife arrested on 
the charge of adultery with the same Curti 
and Judge Taney held the woman in $260 
bail to appear on May 4th. 

Desiring to have his fill of law while he 
is about it, Butti yesterday filed a complaint 
in a suit for,divorce in the office of the 
County Clerk. 

He alleges that they were married in 
1876, at San Francisco, and again drags C. 
Curti in as the wrecker of his domestic 
bliss. He adds, however, that Curti was 
not the only man that made him think that 
matrimony is buta hollow mockery, but 
that several other parties labored to infuse 
that idea in his mind, although they did. not 
favor him with their names ard addresses. 


Telegram Strike. 

A somewhat novel strike took place yes- 
terday among a very limited section of the 
city’s laboring population. Sackett Cor- 
nell, city editor, and Messrs, Searle and 
Nelligan, reporters on the Evening Tele- 
gram, struck work-and left the paper to 
shift for itself. The motive assigned by 
them for quitting work was the refusal of 
the management to give them an increase 
of salary, and also they were put to incon- 
by the irregularity their pay- 

ays.
